The  genealogy  cul  ?  i? .  t r  •  r  i  o  3  Heroin  ' '  csor  nr<;  boon 
compiled  from  various  sources.  Search  for  data  bearing  upon 
the  war  service  of  John  Barns  was  made  in.  the  following 
libraries:-  Library  of  Congress?  John  Crorar  libray,  Chicago? 
hew  York  City  library;  library  of  the  how  York  Genealogical 
Society?  New  York  State  library ,  Albany?  Peabody  Institute, 
Baltimore?  Presbyterian  Historical  Society,  Philadelphia.  It 
was  not  until  1924  that  the  search  was  rewarded  with  the 
unearthing  of  personal  records  of  John  Barns.  The  inf  oncat-i on 
which  has  thus  far  boon  secured,  should  bo  of  interest  to 
all  of  his  descendants. 

Among  the  many  who  have  contributed  valuable  material 
relative  to  the  various  families,  special  mention  should  be 
made  of  hiss  Elizabeth  Barnes,  of  Fredericksburg,  °hxc 
(No,  2-1-7  in  our  list.)  Mrs.  Addie  Barnes  (Bo.  2-6-14) 
and  Mrs.  Haney  Small  (No.  2-6-16)  both  of  Idaville,  Indiana, 
and  A.J.P.  Barnes  (Ho.  4-4-1)  of  Joplin  Missouri.  The 
assistance  rendered  by  each  of  these  individuals  has  beer- 
in  valuable  . 

A  word  of  explanation  will  make  clear-  the  system  of 
numbering  used.  Each  digit  represents  the  place  in  the  family 
of  the  individual  and  his  ancestors.  Take,  for  example, 

No.  2-1-7  mentioned  in  the  preceding  oar a graph.  Captain 
John  Barns  had  eight  children,  the  2d  child  being  Thomas  Barns. 
The  first  digit  -2-  indicates  the  line  of  descent  through 

Thomas  Barns*  The  second  digit  -1-  indicates  the  first  child 
cf  Thomas  Barns,  who  was  John  Barns  (2-1  in  the  list).  The 
third  dinit  -7-  indicates  the  seventh  child  of  John  Barns  (2-1)

As  another  ex-ample,  the  last  number  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  is  to,  4-4-1*  The  first-  digit  -4-  indicates  the 
4th  child  of  Captain  John  Barns,  namely  Alexander  Barns,  Tine 
second  digit  -4-  indicates  the  4th  child  of  Alexander  Barns, 
who  was  William  Barns  (4-4),  The  third  digit  indicates  the 
first  child  of  William  Barns  (4-4), 

The  compilers  have  made  every  effort  to  secure 
accurate  data  v/ith  respect  to  nair.es,  and  dates.  It  is  too 
much  to  hone  that  the  dates  with  reference  to  so  large  a 
number  of  individuals  are  all  correct,  but  the  material  has 
been  checked  over  carefully  and  represents  the  best  information 
a van lable 0 

This  material  w as  originally  gathered  together  to 
satisfy  personal  interest  regarding  the  history  of  the  family 
in  America.  Because  it  is  felt  that  the  material  will  prove 
of  interest  to  a  large  number  of  members  of  the  family,  this 
attempt  is  being  made  to  make  the  data  accessible  to  others 
who  may  desire  it.

Distributed  to  subscribers,  by 
Dr.  M.3.  Barnes, 
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but  none  of  his  brothers  adopted  the  practice..  His  brother 
Thomas  (2-6)  spoiled  his  na:nc.  !! Barns"  to  the  day  of  his 
death.  The  general  addition  of  the  "c"  occurred  during  the 
civil  war,  when  enlisting  clerks  entered  the  names  under 
tha t  s  p  e 1 1 i ng . 

It  is  unfortunate  that  this  change  took  olace.  The 
farnilv  name  is  not  ''Barnes,"  but  "Barns."  In  listing  the 
nemos  in  this  history,  the  spelling  used  by  the  individuals 
is  followed. 

John  Barns  was  married  to  Hiss  Hamilton,  who- was  a 
descendant  of  a  General  Hamilton-  a  Scottish  general  who 
participated  in  the  war s  in  Ireland  in  the  17th  century.  The 
names  "Alexander"  and  ''Hamilton"  arc  handed  down  with  great 
frequency  In  the  family  of  one  of  her  children. 

Emigration  to  America. 


Sometime  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Aar  of  the 
Revolution,  John  Barns  emigrated  from  Ireland  to  few  York 
whore  for  a  tine  ho  lived  "very  close  to  New  York  ^ity, "He  i 
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state  and  settled  in  what  was  then  called  "Charlotte  county"  , 
now  known  as  Washington  county.  The  exact  tine  of  this 
journey  is  not  at  present  known,  but  he  nay  be  identical  with 
the  John  Barns  mentioned  under  the  follov ing  description  in 
the  Barnes  Family  Year  Pooh,  1007 :  - 

" Iinni grant  Barnes ♦ 

No.  22,  John  Barnes  came  from  Ulster,  Ireland, 
about  1760  to  Albany  county.  New  York.  He  soon 
removed  to  western  Pennsylvania.  His  descendants 
are  said  to  be  quite  numerous  in  some  sections 
of  the  west." 

The  earliest  definite  date  in  the  family  tradition 
associated  with  New  York  state  is  the  date  of  birth  of  his 
son  Thomas  (7)  in  New  York  state  in  August  1765. 

As  John  Barns  was  a  strong  and  life-long  adherent  of  the 
Associate  (or  Burgher)  Presbyterian  church,  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  refer  to  the  origin  of  the  congregation  of  that 
denomination  in  hew  Perth  (Now  Salem),  New  York,  of  which  he 
became  a  member.  His  name  does  not  appear  among  the  signers 
of  the  pastoral  call  mentioned  below,  Kc  came  to  America  prior 
to  the  time  when  the  congregation  as  a  whole  emigrated. 

"Hear  200  families  of  Presbyterians  in  and  about 
Monaghan  and  Ballybay  did,  about  the  year  1743,  leave  their 
former  teachers  because  they  could  not  find  themselves  edified 
by  them,  nor  believe  some  of  the  things  they  taught.  They 
forwarded  a  petition  to  the  Associate  Burgher  Presbytery  of 
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sermon  on  July  3,  1749,  and  was  ordained  July  23,  1751.  He 
was  arrested  and  persecuted  because  of  his  objection  to  taking 
oaths  by  kissing  the  Bible,  and  war  imprisoned  on  several 
occasions.  This  led  to  his  furnishing  a  list  of  one  hundred 
families  to  the  Hon.  Robert  Harper  of  Columbia  College,  N.Y. , 
who  desired  to  come  to  America.  Robert  Harper  secured  a 
grant  of  40,000  acres  of  land  near  Lake  George,  Although  some 
of  the  congregation  preceded,  the  main  body  sailed  300  strong 
from  He wry  on  May  10,  1764.  Of  this  journey  Thomas  Clark  wrote: 
"May  10,  1764  we  sailed  from  He wry.  The  all-gracious  God 
carried  300  of  us  safe  over  the  devouring  deep  in  the  arms  of 
His  mercy.  Praised  be  his  name.  We  arrived  safe  at  Hew  York 
July  28th. "  Part  of  the  congregation  went  to  Cedar  Spring, 

South  Carolina,  and  part  went  with  their  pastor  to  Stillwater, 
Hew  York.  They  soon  found  that  the  grant  secured  by 
Robert  Harper  was  undesirable,  and  after  some  delay 
Rev.  Thomas  Clark  secured  another  grant  near  New  Perth 
(new  Salem),  where  his  congregation  was  scon  settled.  In  1766 
they  erected  their  first  meeting  house.  More  immigrants  joined 
them  from  1767  to  1770.  On  March  2,  1774  the  legal  name  of 
New  Perth  was  granted  to  this  settlement  on  Y/hite  Creek. 

On  July  27,  1777  during  Burgoyne 1 s  invasion,  they  met  and 
erected  a  stockade  about  the  church  and  called  it  Fort  Williams, 
in  honor  of  Dr.  John  Williams,  one  of  their  military  members. 

Dr.  Clark  remained  as  pastor  until  1780  or  1782  when  he  removed 
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Phc  first  mention  thus  far  found  of  -John  Barns  in  the 
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time  is  dated  November  14,  3769.

"\7e  the  undersignors  do-hereby  solemnly  bind  ourselves 
and  each  of  us  to  pay  unto  Joseph  McCracken  and  John  ucCrca 
the.  several  suns  annexed  to  our  subscriptions,  being  the 
sums  adjudged  proportional  justly  according  to  the  value  of 
our  estates  ro:.j  and  personal  adji  tged  by  the  ;  jrsons  we  veto 
to  make  said  valuation  for  building  a  church  in  the  township 
of  Hew  Perth,  said  payments  v/c  promise  to  make  cither  in 
New  York  currency  or  in  labour  for  aforesaid  church  as  said 
Josenh  and  John  shall  r  quire.  Agreement  the  first  day  of 
December  next.  Witness  our  hand  and  seal  the  14th  November, 1769 
James  Turner,  Matthew  Heal  (?)  and  Samuel  Croyer 
wore  by  an  unanimous  vote  of  the  congregation  chosen  as 
assessors  to  value  the  estates  real  and  personal  of  the 
subscribers  said  14th  day  of  November,,  1769,” 

The  next  mention  of  John  Barns  occurs  in  a  document 
which  ho  signed,  dated  December  1,  1774.  On  that  date  a 
petition  was  drawn  up  by  the  "principal  inhabitance.  Freeholders 
of  the  County  of  Charlotte"  requesting  authority  from  the  "Hon. 
Cadwaldor  Coldcn,  Esq.,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in 
Chief  of  His  Majesty’s  Province  of  Now  York  to  cause  to  (two) 
persons  to  be  ejected  to  represent  us  in  the  General  Assembly.” 
The  signers  wore  requested  Co  write  their  names  in  the  columns 
under  the  name  of  the  patent  to  which  they  belonged.  The 
name  of  John  Barns  appears  among  the  signers  from  the  patent 
of  "White  Crick."  This  petition  was  endorsed  January  25,  1775 
as  received  in  council  and  the  further  consideration  thereof 
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postponod.  ( See  Documentary  History  of  New  York,  E.B.  0*  Gnllaghar

Chapter  II.  THE  REVOLUTIONARY  PERIOD. 

The  Scotch- Irish  emigrants  were  not  long  permitted 
to  dwell  in  peace.  The  news  of  Lexington  and  Concord  spread 
throughout  New  York,  end  the  Continental  Congress  called  upon 
that  state  for  levies  of  troops.  Throe  such  calls  were  made 
by  the  Continental  Congress,  namely:-  the  first,  early  in  1775; 
the  second,  early  in  1776;  the  third,  in  the  summer  of  1776 e 

The  military  forces  of  New  York  were  of  throe  classes: 
(See  New  York  in  the  Revolution,  James  A.  Roberts )- 

1»  The  Line,  the  regiments  of  which  were  in  the 
United  States  service  under  the  command  of 
Gen  oral  Washington . 

2.  The  Levies,  which  were  composed  of  drafts  of  men 


drawn  from  the  different  militia  regimen 
troops  could  be  sent  outside  the  state. 
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Those 


3.  The  Militia,  whose  regiments  could  be  called  for 

service  outside  the  state  for  periods  of  three  months. 

"The  militia  was  called  out  when  wanted,  kept • as 
long  as  wanted,  and  the  soldiers  then  sent  to  their  homes. 
Sometimes  a  regiment  would  bo  called  out  half  a  dozen  times 
in  the  course  of  a  year,  or  for  half  a  dozen  days  at  a  time, 
and  again  it  might  not  bo  needed  for  the  entire  year.  Officers 
and  men  seem  to  have  served  in  different  organizations  almost 
indiscriminately.  At  one  call  they  were  in  one  regiment  or 
company,  and  at  another  call  in  another  regiment  or  company. 

It  is  therefore  very  difficult  to  keep  trace  of  them  on  the 
different  pay  rolls  or  "pay  books"  as  they  were  sometimes 
called.”  (K.Y,  in  Rev.  by  Roberts). 

While  as  a  whole  the  residents  of  Charlotte  county 
were  loyal  to  the  American  cause,  there  was  a  strong  Tory 
element.  This  frontier  suffered  severely  throughout  the 
Revolution  from  the  raids  of  Indians,  from  tho  formidable 
expeditions  of  the  British,  and  from  tho  machinations  of  Tory 
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January  1776  as  a  Second  Lieutenant  in  the  Second  Now  York

(or  Albany)  Regiment  in  the  7th  Company,  His  captain  was 
Joseph  McCracken,  and  the  Colonel  was  Goose  Van  Schaick

The  subsequent  service  of  John  Barns  v/as  y;ith  the 
Militia  and  Rangers  in  which  he  rose  to  a  captaincy.  It 
should  bo  r one mb r rod  that  it  was  the  Militia  which  defeated 


Burgoync 
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Thc  Year  1777, 

The  year  1777  was  a  very  trying  one  for  the  colonists  in 
northern  New  York,  for  during  this  year  Burgoync  led  a  strong 
invading  force  of  combined  British  and  Indi  an  troops  from 
the  north  in  an  attempt  to  cut  the  colonies  into  two  parts 0 
The  defense  of  Fort  Schuyler,  the  Bloody  battle  of  Oriskany" 
(Aug.  6,  1777)  which  prevented  St.  Legor  from  reaching  Burgoync 
the  battle  of  Bennington  (Aug.  16,  1777)  which  prevented 
Burgoync  from  receiving  supplies,  the  battles  of  Saratoga 
(Sept.  19  and  Oct.  7)  followed  by  Burgoync * s  surrender  on 
October  17,  1777  called  forth  the  utmost  efforts  on  the  part 
of  these  frontier  colonists.  In  addition  to  the  dangers  of 
combat,  the  militia  troops  from  these  regions  had  to  remove 
their  families  to  places  of  safety  from  the  savage  warfare 
of  the  Indians,  and  to  see  thoir  homes  plundered  and  their 
crops  destroyed.  Every  available  man  was  summoned  to  service. 
In  a  list  of  men  to  be  served  with  service  notices  issued 
during  this  period  by  John  Williams,  No.  20  on  the  list  is 
John  Barns,  senior;  21  is  John  Barns,  junior  (1);  22  is 
Thomas  Barns  (2).  (-See  Williams  Papers  Vol  1,  page-  84.) 

Thomas  Barns  (2)  at  this  time  was  but  14  years  of  age,  but  he 
served  by  helping  to  bury  the  dead  after  one  of  the  battles. 

During  this  crisis  the  colonial  forces  commandeered 
supplies  from  loyal  colonists  and,  in  fact,  in  many  coses 
destroyed  their  crops  to  prevent  them  falling  into  the  hands 
of  the  enemy.  At  the  some  time,  they  seized  and  sold  property 
belonging  to  disaff acted  persons.  Thus,  in  the  Williams  Papers 


Vo.i.  1,  page  93,  occurs  the  lovn.nc  ?.n try:- 

"I,  Robert  Hovkinr ,  received  from  John  Barns 
one  pound  eight  shillings  and  eight  pence 
being  the  charges  of  a  horse  taken  up  for 
the  use  of  the  public,  supposed  to  be 
P.  Willi  ran  hoof  etc,  August  20th,  1777. 

(Signed)  Robert  Hopkins.

Again,  on  page  95  of  the  same  volume  in  a  list  of 
sale  of  cattle  taken  from  disaffected  persons  dated 
October  2,  1777  is  the  following  entry  signed  by  John  Barns:- 

"Gov;  late  belonging  to  Janes  Campbell  3-8-0 

The  members  of  the  Associate  church  determined  to 
effect  an  organization  for  their  own  defense  in  case  the 
Militia  should  be  drawn  off,  so  for  tho  purposes  of  this 
emergency  tho  church  formed  itself  into  a  company,  and  drew 
up  articles  of  regulation  which  all  signed,  (John  Barns  being 
among  the  signers.)  These  articles  of  regulation  give  such 
an  interesting  picture  of  this  group  of  colonists  that  they 
are  copied  in  full  with  the  original  spelling: 

Articles  of  regulation  for  the  Associate  Company 
in  the  District  of  Hew  Perth,  Charlotte 
c  ounty : - 

"As  v/e  understand  v;e  are  to  be  under  no  officer 
but  those  of  our  own  company  of  our  own  Choosing 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  defending  the  inhabitants  of 
Said  District  in  case  the  Militia  is  drawn  off 
or  the  enem;/  invade  the  Same  &  that  our  officers 
are  to  exact  no  Service  of  us  but  Such  as  are 
agreeable.  To  this  which  we  take  to  be  the  true 
intent  of  the  company  S*  we  farther  agree  that  we 
shall  well  and  truly  obey  our  officers  herein  in 
all  their  Lawful  Commands  3:  as  we  ought  to  be  an 
example  unto  others  for  godliness  &  soberity  we 
hereby  agree  that  we  shall  endeavor  a  Close  walk 
with  god  in  first  and  Second  Table  Duties  dc  in  our 
place  to  opose  those  that  do  not  £*.  yt  these  in  our 
company  that  are  disorderly  in  these  matters  shall 
be  punished  according  to  their  crime  at  the  Direction

(Copied  from  an  original  paper  in  the  possession 
of  TIrs«  Harriet  E.  McClellan  of  Salem,  N.Y.,  a 
great  grand -daughter  of  John  Foster  whose  name 
appears  in  the  list  of  signers). 

The  fears  and  precautions  of  the  Associate  congregation 
were  fullg  justified  by  succeeding  events.  The  defenses 
fell  before  Burgoyne  and  the  American  General  Schuyler  ordered 
the  settlers  to  leave  their  homes  immediately  and  seek  places 
of  safetye  All  who  were  loyal  to  the  colonial  cause  followed 
his  instructions,  among  them  being  the  greater  part  of  the 
Associate  congregation  who  fled  to  Massachusetts  Bay  colony. 


The  refugees  were  in  great  distress  and  requested  relief 
in  a  petition  signed  on  Sept enter  j,  1777  and  forwarded  to 
the  New  York  Assembly.  The  signatures  of  all  of  the  leading 
members  of  this  congregation.  (84  in  ail)  are  attached  to 


this  petition,  among  them  being  the  name 
senior  and  John  Barns  junior:-

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the  unhapp;/-  day  of  its  Evacuation-  unhappy  day  Indeed  for 
then  Commenced  our  Missery  our  Distraction  of  Minde  8:  the 
Destruction  of  our  all.  The  Rapid  approach  of  the  British 
and  Savage  Enemy  made  ns  Tremble -me an time  Genl  Schuyler  gave 
orders  for  us  to  withdraw  and  we  Imodiately  fled  to  the 
adjoyning  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay  &  a;]  a  cent  parts  thereof 
where  we  yet  remain  Groaning  under  the  Hardships  we  feel  t:

Colonel  Williams,  against  whom  charges  of 

insubordination  were  made  cn  June  38,  1778  stated,  in  his 

defense,  that  following  Burgoyno * s  defeat  ho  arrested  everyone 

in  Charlotte  county  who  had  gone  over  to  Burgoyne  and  had 

fined  then,  and  had  later  adopted,  the  following  policy: - 

"I  issued  orders  that  those  v/ho  chose  to  enlist 
with  Captain  Barns  for  the  defense  of  the  county 
should  hr  cleared  of  the  fines."  See  ’Gilliams 
Papers  Vol.  1,  page  143. 

Captain  John  Borns  and  his  company  of  Rangers  served 
for  a  time  at  least  at  Fort  Ann.  ( cf  Doc.

N o Y.  by  Fornow,  Vol.  XV,  State  Archives  Vol,  1,  page  538 
under  "Additional  Officers  of  New  York  Troops".)

John  Barns’  Laud  in  Charlotte  county, 

John  Barns  at  one  time  owned  Lots  51,52  and  61  in 
Charlotte  County.  Those  formed  part  of  the  DcLancy  and 
DuBois  patent,  granted  on  March  8,  1764.  In  1767  this  grant 
was  transferred  to  a  list  of  owners  under  the  name  of  the 
Turner  Patent.  At  that  time  these  lots  (51  and  52)  were 
owned  by  Hugh  Bolton.  (See  Pitch’s  History,  para.  1890). 

John  Barns  appears  to  have  bought  then  from  Hugh  Bolton, 
and  on  May  1,  1779  sold  then  to  Hathaniel  Carswell ,  a  member 
of  his  company  of  Rangers.  The  deed  was  recorded  i'-ay  23,  1781 
and  the  price  stated  in  the  record  is  2,000  pounds.  (Liber 
B-l,  page  22,  County  Clerk’s  Records,  Washington  county,  TI.Y.) 
This  farm  is  now  lei  own  (1927)  as  the  Smith  farm,  and  is 
situated  about  2y  miles  west  of  Salem,  II. Y,  The  throe  lots 
totalled  179  acres  and  twenty-six  perches.  Fitch  (para.  1788 
to  1790)  states  that  the  consideration  was  "250  pounds  hard 
money  and  a  large  additional  sum  of  continental  money."  As 
stated  in  Fitch’s  narrative,  through  depreciation  of  the 
continental  currency  John  Barns  was  financially  ruined. 

Under  such  circumstances  it  is  little  wonder  that  the 
opportunities  in  the  west  allured  him.  He  and  his  family 
moved  to  Washington  County,  Pennsylvania.

.was  in  Washington  county,  Pennsylvania  in  17  oS,  the  date  of 
birth  of  one  of  the  grandchildren. 

In  May  17 BO,  John  Barns  and  his  family  (which  now 
included  at  least  two  grandchildren  22  months  and  3  months 
of  age,  respectively)  descended  the  uhio  river  in  flat  boats 
to  the  present  site  of  Cincinnati,  and  settled  in  the  Little 
Miami  valley.  The  boats  stepped  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  on  the 
journey.  An  interesting  description  of  such  a  journey,  made 
a  year  previously,  has  been  given  by  Major  Samuel  S.  Forman: - 

"The  flat  boats  were  flat-bottomed  and  boarded  over  the 
top  and  appeared  like  floating  houses.  Uncle’s  boat 
was  a  seventy-foot  keel  boat,  decker  over,  with  a 
cabin  for  lodging  purposes,  but  too  low  to  stand  up 
erect.  The  beds  and.  bedding  lay  on  the  floor,  and  the 
insides  were  lined  with  plank  to  prevent  the  Indians 
from  penetrating  through  with  their-  balls  should 
they  attack  us  .  .  .  All  boats  were  liable  to  be 

attacked  every  hour  by  a  merciless  foe,  oftentimes  led 
on  by  renegade  whites  «  .  .  The  boats  were  guided  with 
oars,  seldom  used,  except  the  steering  oar  or  when 
passing  islands  ....  We  seldom  ventured  to  land 
on  our  journey,  for  fear  of  lurking  Indians  .  .  .  We 
landed  and  stopped  at  Marietta  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Muskingum,  where  there  was  a  United  States  garrison." 

The  next  settlements  below  -‘-arietta  were  at  Limestone 
(now  Maysviile,  Ky. )  about  60  miles  above  Cincinnati; 

Columbia,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Li  tie  Miami  6  miles 
above  Cincinnati;  and  Fort  ’ 7'abhington  (now  Cincinnati). 
The  distance  from  Marietta  to  Cincinnati  was  some 
300  giiles .  General  Harmar  was  then  in  command  of  the 
troops  of  the  northwestern  territory  and  was  located 
at  Fort  Washington  (1790.) 
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which  the  white'  had  r.ot  discovered  im  ci  cex*  narniai-  •  a 
defeat  (by  the  Indians  in  1790.  Compiler's  note). 

Here  the  Indians  would  sally  out  against  boats  ascending 
the  Ohio.’’ 


Extracts  from  "narrative  of  a  Journey  Down  the  Ohio

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"At  the  time  here  spoken  of  (1788-1790)  the  woods  were 
literally  swarming  with  Indians,  scattered  in  every 
direction;  and  In  addition  to  other  difficulties,  those 
who  ventured  into  the  wilderness  from  duty  or  choice  were 
in  constant  danger  of  meeting  some  of  those  parties  and 
suffering  the  consequences.  It  was  a  matter  of  surprise

John  Barns  and  his  family  lived  "in  a  fort  at  Cincinnati" 
for  some  time.  It  was  probably  not  till  after  the  final 
defeat  of  the  Indians  in  1794  that  they  removed  any  great 
distance  from  its  protection.  One  of  his  sons  (James- (6) 
was  married  "in  a  block  house  near  the  mouth  of  the  Little 
Miami  river"  in  1795.  One  of  his  grandchildren  (2-1)  stated 
that  as  a  child  he  used  to  be  terrorized  by  the  small  bands 
of  Indians  who  passed  their  cabins  in  the  dead  of  night 
and  stopped  "to  whack  on  the  doors  with  their  tomahawks". 

These  cabins  stood  "on  the  bluffs  where  Cincinnati  now  stands." 

John  Barns  died"near  Cincinnati1'  in  1804.  The  place  of  his 
burial  is  at  present  unknown.  The  date  and  place  of  death 
of  hi 3  wife  are  also  unknown. 

Ko'.v  early  this  period  was  in  the  history  of  Ohio  may  be 
better  realised  if  it  is  pointed  cut  that  the  first  permanent 
settlement  in  Ohio  was  made  at  Marietta  in  1788,  The  Indians 
were  not  fire  lly  defeated  until  1794.

John  Barns  was  a  pioneer.  Kis  descendants  owe  him  a 
lasting  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  courage  and  determination 
which  led  him  to  come  to  the  new  world,  to  fight  for  America ’ s 
independence,  and  to  seek  his  fortune  in  the  new  west.  He  and 
his  equally  courageous  wife  endured  much  in  those  days  as  they 
journeyed  from  Hew  York  to  Pennsylvania ,  and  later  to  the 
frontier  settlements  in  Ohio.  They  were  of  that  plain, 
humble,  religious  stock  who  were  the  salt  of  the  earth.  They 
left  no  legacy  of  great  wealth  to  their  children,  but  they 
implanted  into  their  children  something  of  their  own  courageous 
spirit  and  deep  religions  convictions  which,  after  all, 
constitute  life's  best  legacy.  Their  children  shared  not  only 
their  religious  faith  (all  being  steafast  adherents  of  the 
Associate  church)  but  also  their  pioneer  spirit.  Alexander 

(4)  James  (6)  and  BaviJ.(7)  went  on  into  Indiana  in  its  early 
days,  while  the  children  of  Thomas  (2)  were  early  settlers

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CHAPTER  IV.  FAMILY  TRADITIONS . 

THo  ref crer cos  *j.ycr  in  the  account  of  Conn  Morris  • 
military  service  during  the  1  hr  of  the  Revolution.  wore  limited 
to  historical  records  of  the  time.  It  will  bo  of  interest 
also  to  his  descendants  to  know  the  strong  f airily  tradition 
concerning  such  services.  These  traditions  have  been  handed 
down  ti  rough  three  lines  of  descent,  nnr.:l'r,  in  the  families 
of  his  sons  Thomas  (2),  Alexander  (4),  and  James  (6).  The 
traditions  unite  in  stating  that  John  ^arns  enlisted  in  the 
V/ar  of  the  Revolution  and  served  seven  years,  serving  in 
New  York  state  and  being  a  captain  of  ;iirutc  hen  in  that 
state.  Thomas  (2)  helved  to  bury  the  dead  after  One  of  the 
battles,  being  too  young  to  participate  as  a  combatant.  The 
strength  of  the  family  tradition  v'ith  inference  to  these 
matters  may  be  more  evident  when  it  is  pointed  out  that 
John  Barnes  (2-1)  and  Thomas  Barns  (2-6)  who  discussed  those 
matters  with  their  children- sore  of  whom  arc  still  living- 
v/crc  16  and  5  years  of  ago  respectively  at  the  death  of  their 
Revolutionary  grandfather,  and  29  and  19  years  of  age 
respectively  at  the  death  of  their  father  Thomas  (2),  who 
helped  bury  the  dead  during  the  Revolution. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  have  access  to  the 
rocord.s,  some  of  them  will  bo  quoted.  It  may  be  added,  in 
passing,  that  the  descendants  of  Captain  John  Bc.rns  arc 
eligible  (and  a  number  have  been  accepted )  for  membership 
in  the  Sons  of  the  j.mcric^.n  Revolution,  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  similar  organisations.

Ho  was  an  cider  in  the 
Seceder  (Associate)  church  near  Burnet tsville  and  later- 
in  the  United  Presbyterian  church  at  Idaville,  He  was 
strongly  in  favor  of  union  between  the  Associate  and 
Associate  Reformed  churches,  and  in  1857  was  one  of  the 
delegates  to  the  conference  held  in  Xenia,  Ohio,  which 
sent  down  for  overture  the  articles  of  union  between 
these  denominations.  In  1908,  his  son 

Rev.  J.A.  Barnes,  D.D.  (2-6-10)  was  one  of  the  delegates 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Presbyterian 
church  which  celebrated  the  semi-centennial  of  this 
union  in  Pittsburg,  Pcnna, 

Thomas  Barns  (2-6)  was  elected  Township  Trustee 
in  Adams  Township ,  Carroll  county  in  April  1359  and  again 
in  April  1840.

"James  II.  Barnes  was  born  in  the  snail  village 
of  Lo deport  March  20,  1856.  As  he  grew  to 
manhood ,  he  worked  for  his  father  on  the  farm 
and  attended  school  during  the  winter  months. 
After  the  completion  of  the  canal,  his  father 
and  an  uncle  built  a  large  warehouse  and,  under 
the  firm  name  of  ’’.A.  and  J.H.  Barnes,  conducted 
a  general  merchandise  and  produce  business. 

1354  at  the  death  of  his  father,  James  then 
eighteen  years  of  age,  quit  the  farm  and 
assisted  his  uncle  in  the  store.  He  remained 
with  him  five  years  when,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
throe,  ho  was  elected  Recorder  of  the  county. 

•  He  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  in 

1359.  'Then  the  war  broke  out,  following  the 
patriotic  precedents  of  his  ancestry,  ho 
quickly  determined  to  enter  the  service  of  his 
country.  He  accordingly  appointed  the  late 
Henry  M.  Graham  deputy  recorder,  and  enlisted 
July  15,  1862  in  Company  A,  Seventy- Second 
Regiment  Indiana  Volunteers  as  a  private 
soldier. "  Ho  rose  to  the  rank  of  1st  Lieutenant. 
Along  with  his  regiment  he  participated  in 
very  active  service,  e.g.  with  "Wilder Ts 
Lightning  Brigade" ,  the  ’'heeler  Raid,  battles 
of  Dalton,  Big  Shanty,  Kcncsaw  Mountain, 
Rottonwood  Crock  (./here  his  horse  was  -y~‘

"Mr.  Barnes  has  been  thrice  married.  His  first 
marriage  occurred  Oct.  3,  1862  to  Miss  Emaline 
Gregg,  who  died  March  20,  1868.

1869  he  was  married  to  Miss  Rachel  Stances. 

By  the  hand  of  death  he  was  deprived  cf  her 
companionship  January  10,  1875.
